Inquest. 

Hon. A. F. Pembertoo yesterday held 
an inquest on the body of Albert Gerritt- 
sen at St. Joseph's hospital. 

The following having been sworn in as 
Jurymen: Maurice Humber (Foreman), 
P. MaoFarlane, D. Green. G. Bossi, P. 
Murphy and H. W. Shepherd. 

J. .'3. Matthews deposed that he T»a3 a 
member of the Koyal College of Siirgo- 
ons; early on the morning of the 5th iusfc. 
night wattihman Black brought a man 
named Albert Gerrittaen to his office with 
a cut on the right side of his forehead, ex- 
amined it and took several pieces of glass 
out of the wound ; found that the outer 
table of the frontal bone was fractured; 
also that tbo inner table was fractured; 
tho extent of which ho could not exactly 
ascertain, saw him tho following morning 
and also the next day; the symptoms then 
induced him to send him to St, Joseph's 
hospitol; examined the wound on the 
third or fourth morning in company with 
Dr. Trimblo, and removed several pieces 
of bono and glass; on (he morning of tho 
11th inst., riunuved two pieces of bono by 
tripuiuo which reliovod his suffering a 
little; he however died on Saturday last; 
the deceased died from the eiTects of the 
wound. 

Wm. McQuade said he was sitting in 
his cabin oil' Store street on the evening 
of the -Ith inst., about 11 o'clock went 
out and saw tho deceased jiass Morgan's 
house, who opened the door and told do- 
ceased ho did not want him sneaking 
about iiiiSi door , an^ more and that if ho 
did, he would fix him; Gerrittsen said ho 
was only walking on the side jiath; ho 
(witness) then heard a noise of something 
crashing against his heatl and of glass 
breaking on tho sidewalk; Gerrittsen i)ut 
hia hanil up to his heatl and said, don't 
you do that any more; he had been knock- 
ed off tho sidewalk by the blow; the alley 
is a public thoroughfare; heard tho door 
slam to after the blow; had seen a Klootch- 
uian in tho house in question; took a 
pio(!0 of a black bottle up off tbo sidewalk 
after Gerrittsen went away; there was no 
one else tni tbo street at the time. 

John Black being sworn said he wai a 
night watchman; met Albert .Gerrittsen 
on the morning of the 5tb inst. j be said a 
man had hit hiiu on tho bead with abottlo; 
said lie did not know tho man's name; took 
tho deceased to Dr. Matthews, who took 
Bomo piooos of gliisH out of tbo wound; re- 
ported the case to the Superintendent of 
Police and took Gerrittton to the house 
aud he then pointed out Edward Morgan 
au tho man who hit him; Morgtm said Ger- 
rittsen brought a bottl(> of wbi.'-ky to his 
woman anil that ho had sinnslKul it over 
his head ; (JcrrittKen denied having taken 
ony whisky there. 

William Bowden said he was Superin- 
tendent of Police; 'on llio morning of the 
th inst. wenttoStoro stipet with deceased 
and officer Black; on ontering the house 
Gerritt'aen pointed out Morgan as tho 
man who had strnck him; Morgan said 
Gerrittsen had brought a bottle of whisky 
to his woman and that he bad smashed 
the bottle over Gerriltsen's head; Morgan 
was not dressed; officer Black went out 
and bronght in a portion of the bottle; it 
was dry and had no smell of whisky. 

The jur}' then returned a verdict, that 
the deceased came to bis death from a 
wound caused by a bottle thrown at him 
by a man named; Edward Morgaif. .

EUROPE. 
London, Jan. 11. — A correspondent 
says that the Prince of Montenegro 
having applied to the Kussiaa head- 
quarters for instructions relativs to 
the armistice, bus been informed that 
he need not send an eqvoy as tbo 
Grand Duke would take charge of hit 
interests. 

, A Pera correspondent sends the fol- 
lowing: The Porte has refused to al- 
low the question of peace and armis- 
tice to be considered together, as it 
was understood that those questions 
were to be kept separate during pre- 
iliminary negotiations. I believe that 
tho Porto has doteriniued that tbo 
defense of Adriauoplo is virtually im- 
possible. 

Constantinople, Jan. 12. — A long 
cabinet council took place to-day. 
Tho Porte has as yet rGcoived do dis- 
patch oitlior from London or liusHiiui 
heiuhpiarlors respouting the aruiistico. 
Tho population are irritated against 
Euglautl whom it is declared is moral- 
ly roBponsible for Turkey's misfor- 
tunes. There is great distress among 
refugees from Adriauople. 

The ministerial changes are regard- 
ed as favorablo to pouco but ojipoBod 
to tho separate arrangement desired 
by BuBsia. Humedi l^asba, the new 
Grand Vizier, not Hamni Pasha as 
first telegraphed, favors a dignified 
honorable peace. Tho iinjjeriul order 
giving notice of changes in the ^iiliuia- 
try says Turkish defeats are duo to 
tho faults of commanders who will be 
tried when peace is established. "Or- 
der" expresses tho hope that the new 
Ministry will make such au-anpomonta 
as will giuirantoc the integrity and in- 
dopeuduuco of tho country. It is of- 
iioially stated that the longlli uf the ar- 
mistice proposed by Turkey is six 
weeks. ^ ■ • 

Correspondent at Vienna states that 
at Schipktt Pass the Russinns capiur- 
ed 28,000 medVl.O'OO horses, 12 mor- 
tars, 12 siege guns and 80 liold guns, 

CoNHTANTiNOPwt, Jan. 11.— It is stated 
in official circles that Layard, British am- 
bassador, has iiifoimod tbePorte. accord- 
ing to his .-idvicc s from Lord Derby, that 
the statement of Grand Duke Nicholas 
that an armistice must be bii^od on condi- 
tions of peace, could only express his, tho 
Grand Duko's views, Layard pointed out 
that tluH view was oonlirined by tho reply 
of the Grand Duke Michael, who, when 
asktid to open negotiations for an arinis' 
tice, answered that he was without in- 
structions in tho matter; ho also doolarod 
that Layard informed the Porte tbat tho 
British ambassador at St, Petersburg had 
been instructed to express to Prince Qor 
tsohakofl". Lord Derby's astonishment at 
the non-fullillment of his promino that 



Russian commanders should be ordered 
to treat for an arini'itice aud to remind 
Prince Gorlsehakoff that no stipulation 
had been made relative to an armialieo. 
Tho Turkish Ministry has been rocon- 
slrucled, but Serviu and Safvet Pasha re- 
tain the portfolios of foreign affairs and 
justice respectively. 

Ragusa. Jan. 11. — Tho main body of 
the Montouegrius is now marching to- 
ward Scutari. Ton Russian columns trom 
Kezanlik have airived, onoatZouiSaghra 
and aiiothfir luar Satari. Tho Bazardjik 
and Soumlisle railway is.threatened. The 
civil population has been ordered to quit 
Adrii.uople, and 8,000 persons have' alrea- 
dy gone. Tho civil government has been 
transferred to Rodocto. 

A Russian dispatch aays the Turks left 
3000 dead in the fortilications at Trojan 
Pass, and besides these the Turkish bat- 
talion was almost annihilated in an en- 
counter, with Busoian turning columns. 

A special from Constantinople says the 
Russians have occui^ied Eski Saghra and 
Yivi Saghra, cutting off tho Turkish army, 
'this report is ajiparoutly due to tbo panic 
in Coubtantiuople. 

Several special diHpatches announce 
that the garrison of Nisoh, which surren- 
dered to the Servians, numbered 8000, 
with 90 cannon, 12,000 riffles and a num- 
ber of flags, 

London, Jan. 11. — A rumor is in circu- 
lation in Berlin that tho Russians demand 
the evacuation of the Danube fortresses, 
and withdrawal of Turks to tho line of 
demarcation between Adriauoplo and 
Philippopolis. 

It is rumored that Grand Duke Nicho- 
las has demanded the surrender of Adriau- 
oplo aH the first consideration. No great 
cunfidence is felt in tho conclusion of the 
armistice in Bucharest unless the matter 
is conducted entirely by Russian diplo- 
matists to tho yirtual exclusion of the 
military element. . .. 

A telegram from Vienna says according 
to very trustworthy information the whole 
Russian army ford tho hardness and al- 
most injustice oi tho armistice proposals, 
coming just when the final triumph is in 
view. My informant who know.! the feel- 
ing at headquarters says there is a strong 
disposition to preTent or at any.-ate to de 
lay the armiatioe as long as possible.

Bucharest, Jan. 12. — Turkish comman- 
der in-Chief yoBterday notified Russian 
hcrtdquiirtors at Loftulia tbat he was em 
poworotl to arrange the basis of armistice, 
and that Mehemet Ali had been designat- 
ed as eventual Turkish plenipotentiary. 
Grand Duke Nicholas acknowledged the 
receipt of the oommnnioation, adding, ho 
would report the matter to St. Peterburg. 

Tho Agencc Russia denies the truth of 
the statement that tho Porto has already 
accojjted a preliminary basis of peace, and 
says the Porte is aware thot the accept- 
ance of this basis must precede the con- 
clusion of an armistice, 

OoNSTAKMHOPiiBj.;' Jan, 11.— Snleiman 
Pasha has been relieved of his command 
and summoned to Constantinople. 

London, Jan. 11. — A Bucharest corres- 
pondent says the battalions captured in 
Schipka Pass probably number from 300 
to 400 men each. Victory was the resmlt 
of combined movement on the part of 
Generals Baditsky. and Skobeloff on 
Schipka Pass and Trojan Pass respect- 
ively. 

London, Jan. 12.— John Bright, in ad- 
dressing his constituents at Birmingham 
to-day, declared he was strongly in favor 
ot non-intervention. 

It is hardly too much to say that an ex- 
citing race is now goiog'on betr/etfn arms 
und diplomacy with considerable nncor 
taiuty— whether the Russian.s shall reach 
Adriauople, or Turks get an armihtice 
first. Turkey is already at tho mercy of 
the Czar. Htr power to resist Russian 
advance is already crushed. The con- 
queror may almost at will transfer an 
army from the Balkan heights to the 
general plains below, where the Rossian 
soldiers would almost find summer; yet 
England so far from making war, practi- 
cally acquiesces in diplomacy of contih- 
ental powers consenting to separate ni;- 
gotiutions between the belligerents, 
while reserving tho ultimate right 
to bo cDusultod as to finality. 
Russia, however, will not assent 
to a six weeks armistice except 
with some general agreement by Turkey 
as to terms of peace. She cannot bo ex- 
pected to lie expensively idle in inhos- 
pitable territory, while her enemy recup- 
erates, unless as.surcd that she will not 
need to fight again, nor will Kusaia offer 
terms of ))oacu unlt'.ss Turkey sues for 
them, as is now undor.stood she will, 
and speedily, when named she must ac- 
cept thoin. The Russian advance is al- 
ready loss than a hundred miles from 
Adriauoplo, Nothing can now prevent 
tho sai/.uro of a rich and fruitful province, 
of whirb Adrianople is tin. centre, except 
an armistice on their own terms. It will 
bo much harder now; possibly more ex- 
travagant than tho other powers would 
consent to. The conditions which are 
now considered indisputable are S(jrviau 
autonomy or ujilependonco, tho autonomy' 
of Bulgaria, territorial acquisition in Ar- 
menia, aud probably tho roHtoration to 
Russia of her old control of tho mouth of 
the Danube. It is only in reference to 
the openiug of tho Dardanelles aud Black 
Sea that other powers will care to inter- 
vene. Bossian diplomacy can peacefully 
secure too much in that connection to in 
sist dangerously on anything that might 
widen tho conlliot. The war, therefore, 
is substantially over; that is the convic- 
tion here, and business men are setting 
their houses in order on that basis. 

Malta, ,Tan. 12. — Vice- Admiral Hornby 
aud Btair will leave on H. M. S. Sullau 
for the Levant, whither the AleXtmdria and 
all tho Hiiii)s in ptu't will follow wnen re- 
victualed and rehtted. 

London, Jau. 13. — A despatch from 
Malta announces that Vice- Admiral Horn 
by has sailed for the Levant on the iion- 
clad steamer Sultau. Tho ironolads Do- 
vasliilion, Aehillos and Alexandria, and 
frigate Baleigh, are preparing to foUow. 
Tho force in tbo dockyard is worlciug till 
8 o'clock every night. The tioopsbip 
Junna, homeward bouud from India with 
1067 nien,iB detained at Malta. Euphrates, 
outward bound, with 1142 men, is also de- 
tained there. 

London, Jan, 13, — Baroness Burdolt 
Coulls as it representative of a contribu- 
tion to the TurkiMli relief fund received 
the following telegram from Layard, Brit- 
ish ambivsaador at Constantinople; "The 
distress is increasing terribly, fiigilives are 
arriviui? by tliousaudM, nine trains are ex- 
pected to-(lay (Saturday) from Adriauo- 
ple, Bringing 10,000 fugitives mosLly 
women and children, who will make the 



journey in open trucks during heavy snow 
fall, A large number of other fugitives 
will arrive shortly, I have engaged a 
hou' e near tho stat.on to receive the des- 
titute and provide for tho distribution 
of food; 1,200 sufl'erers were lodged and 
fed to-day. Fumds are urgently required 
The Turkish government is doing its best, 
but its action is almost hopoleas in view 
of tho overwhelming matuitude of the 
misery it has to deal with. 

Cuicaqo, Jau. 1-1.— Tho Times' London 
special says Gen. Gonrko has occupied 
tho position lately held by Suleiman Pa- 
sha. Gen. Raditsky;i8;hurrying>,with all 
speed to Adrianople. Turkish forces -ire 
believed to be cut off and to have gone 
south. 

CoitsTANTiNorLE, Jan. 14. — Senior 
Pasha, Minister of Foreign Affairs, and 
Namyk Pasha, leavo here for Kezanhk to- 
day to meet Grand Duke Nioholas, they 
having been invested by the Ministerial 
Oonncil'vyith full.powerto treat for peace. 

■ -English Mail; 

(Pet iteamer North I'scldc.) 
The Queen had a dinnerparty at Wind- 
sor Castle on Monday, Her Majesiy.with 
Princess Beatrice, paid a short Tisit to 
London yesterday. 

The Prince of Wales left town on Mon 
day evening for Eastivell-park, Kent, 
the seat of his brother, the Dukeof Edin 
burgh, where he will have a few days' 
shooting, 

Mr. Hardy, the Secretary of War, w 
present at a diunur at Edinburgh last 
night, given to celebrate tho opening of a 
Conservative Club in that city. In his 
speech Mr, Hardy spoke cheerfully of the 
progress ^ Conservative opinions 
Scotland,' and Tindioated the Government 
from tho imputation of having neglected 
Scotoh interests in Parliament. With re- 
ference to the Ea»ti;ru war, ho claimed 
credit for tho Government for constant ad- 
herence to its declared policy of observing 
neutrality and carefhlly watching over 
British interests. 

Mr. John Bright and Sir Arthur Cotton 
addressed & meeting of merchants aad 
manufacturers in Manchoster Town-hall 
yesterday upon the subject of irrigation 
works and canals, whicti both speakers 
argued were an abf?olute necessity for the 
development of Indian resources and for 
the welfare of the people of that country. 

Mr. WelBhjthe.newly-appointod United 
States Minister to Great Brituin, arrived 
at Liverpool yesterday, and was received 
by tbo Mayor and Corporation, who pre- 
sented an address of welcome. 

Tho cattle show at the London Agricul- 
tural Hall opened on Monday. Tho en- 
tries of beasts wore considerably below 
those of last-year, but sheep and pigs 
were as numerous as usual. The Prince 
of Wales and the Crown Prince of Hano- 
ver visited the show on the opening day. 

Sir H. Riiwlinsou's collection of Arabic 
manuscripts have been xjurchased for tho 
British Museum. 

Tho committee of experts appointed by 
tho Admiralty to examine into the disput- 
ed question of the stability of the new 
iroiKilad Inflyxil)le have reported. They 
do not consider the vessel to be absolute- 
ly nnsufo or unfit for fighting purposes, 
but recommended that all future vesBels 
of that class shall have greater beam. 

The executors of tho will of the \ato 
Mr. George Moore, of St. Paul's church 
yard, have paid the whole of the bequests 
to charitable and rbligions institutions, 
making in the aggregate a snm of £216,- 
500. 

The annual sale of fat stock bred at tho 
late Prince Consort's Shaw Farm, Wind- 
sor, was hold on Wednesday. The prices 
obtained were very satisfactory. 

A further contiufitent of German stone- 
masons have arrived in London, aud the 
majority of them have continued to work, 
notwithstanding the representations of the 
Londou Trades' Union. 

A builder at Haverhill, Essex, named 
Walter Maaou, has been fined £5 and costs 
for cruelty in leaviug two worn-out horios 
in a bare lield without providing them 
with any fond, 

A lacemaker at Nottingham, named 
Brooks, has been committed fur trial for 
the wilful murder of a young married wo- 
man with whom he had cohabited. 

An inkcoi-)er at Earlston, Berwick, is in 
custody ui)on a charge of murderiug hia 
wife by shooting her through the head. 

Tho Committee of the National Federa 
tion of Liboral Associatious met on Tues- 
day at Birmingham, Mr. William Harris 
presiding. There, was a large attendancs 
of representatives from most of tho im- 
portant towns in the kingdom. Tuo Com- 
mittee has arranged to it^suo a series of 
pamphlotH on the following Rubjecta, and 
by tho undermentioned writers: — "On 
Primoeeuituro and Entail," Mr. Shaw Le- 
fevre, M.P.; "County Reform," Mr. Jos- 
eph Ooven, M. P.; "The Belations of 
Landlord and Tenant," Mr. James How- 
ard; "Electoral Reform," Sir Charles 
Dilko, M.P.; "Free Schools," Mr. Joseph
